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ANNUAL  REPORT,  1960 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Bredbury  and  Romiley 
Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  Urban 
District  of  Bredbury  and  Romiley  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  I960. 

The  estimated  population  at  mid-year  1960  was  20,480  which  is  990 
more  than  at  mid-year  1959.  The  Preliminary  Report  recently  issued  gives 
the  population  at  the  1961  Census  as  21,613,  an  increase  of  22*3%  on  the 
1951  Census  figure. 

There  were  355  live-births  and  the  birth  rate  was  17*33  per  thousand 
population.  This  is  the  largest  number  of  births  in  the  Urban  District  in 
any  single  year.  The  previous  highest  was  338  births  in  1947  when  the 
birth  rate  was  20*57.  There  were  12  infant  deaths  and  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  was  33*8  per  thousand  live-births.  Eight  of  these  deaths 
occurred  within  one  month  of  birth  and  prematurity  was  a contributory 
cause  in  all  of  them.  There  were  4 still-births  giving  a still-birth  rate  of 
11*12  per  thousand  live  and  still-births.  Still-births  and  infant  deaths 
within  the  first  week  together  totalled  11  and  the  peri-natal  mortality  rate 
was  30*64  per  thousand  total  live  and  still -births.  This  is  slightly  less  than 
the  corresponding  rate  of  32*9  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  212  deaths  at  all  ages,  the  death  rate  being  10*35  per 
thousand  population.  There  were  11  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus  compared  with  9 in  1959  and  15  in  1958.  Deaths  due  to 
coronary  disease  and  angina  rose  to  45.  There  were  35  in  1959  and  40  in 
1958.  In  my  annual  report  for  1958  I made  reference  to  the  increased 
number  of  deaths  in  recent  years  from  both  these  causes. 

No  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  illness  occurred  during  the  year. 
It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  were  again  no  cases  of 
dipththeria  and  for  the  fourth  successive  year  no  case  of  acute  polio- 
myelitis. I must  however  point  out  that  the  absence  of  poliomyelitis  cases 
is  no  reason  for  complacency.  Poliomye  itis  vaccination  is  our  best  means 
of  preventing  outbreaks  of  this  disease  and  whilst  the  acceptance  rate  in 
children  under  15  years  of  age  is  satisfactory,  the  resoonse  so  far  in 
persons  aged  15-40  years  has  been  disappointing.  I would  urge  all  under 
the  age  of  40  years  who  are  not  yet  protected  to  be  vaccinated  against 
poliomyelitis  without  further  delay. 

Seven  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1960, 
compared  with  2 in  1959,  13  in  1958  and  5 in  1957.  There  were  no  cases 
of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  There  was  one  death  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 

Further  progress  was  made  in  dealing  with  unfit  houses.  Clearance 
Orders  were  made  in  5 small  areas  containing  in  all  33  houses  and 
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Ministerial  confirmation  of  all  the  Orders  has  been  received,  A table  in 
Section  D of  this  report  shows  that  the  Council’s  first  five-year  programme 
of  slum  clearance  has  been  completed  within  the  period  with  the  exception 
of  a few  properties  where  action  has  been  postponed  generally  for 
compassionate  reasons. 

Ministry  approval  has  been  received  for  the  No.  1 Smoke  Control 
Order  affecting  the  Cherry  Tree  district.  The  Order  becomes  operative  on 
1st  November  1961.  A survey  has  been  completed  of  the  second  smoke 
control  area. 

A Mass  Radiography  Unit  was  in  the  district  during  part  of  February 
and  March,  The  Unit  visited  seven  of  the  larger  industrial  firms  and  in 
addition  public  sessions  were  held  in  Bredbury  and  Romiley.  In  all  5630 
persons  attended  for  chest  x-ray.  The  joint  report  of  the  Medical  Director 
and  Organising  Secretary  of  the  Unit  is  published  as  an  appendix  to  this 
report. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department 
and  for  their  valuable  support  throughout  the  year.  I should  also  like  to 
thank  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  ready  and  willing  help  at  all  times.  I am 
again  indebted  to  colleagues  in  other  departments  for  their  continued 
co-operation.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 

Laboratory  Facilities.  Examinations  of  Food,  Milk,  Water,  Ice  Cream  and 
specimens  from  patients,  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratary,  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester  (since  5th  July,  1948).  In 
addition  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  when  necessary 
at  the  Pathological  Laboratory,  Stepping  Hill. 

The  following  services  are  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority 
and  administered  by  the  North  East  Cheshire  Divisional  Health 
Committee. 

Ambulance  Facilities,  A 24-hour  Ambulance  Service  is  available,  being 
provided  by  the  Hyde  Divisional  Health  Committee. 

Nursing  in  the  Home.  There  are  three  District  Nurses  in  the  Area  who 
undertake  general  nursing  and  maternity  work,  and  two  who  practice 
midwifery  only. 

Home  Help  Service.  Home  Helps  have  assisted  during  the  year  in  the 
following  cases  in  the  Bredbury  and  Romiley  Urban  District.

Diphtheria  Immunisation,  and  Whooping  Cough  and  Poliomyelitis 
Vaccination.  Special  Clinics  are  held  for  this  purpose  once  a month  at 
the  Bredbury  and  Romiley  Centres.  In  addition  immunisation  is  carried 
out  iiee  of  charge  by  general  medical  practitioners. 

Services  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Hospitals.  There  is  no  hospital  within  the  Urban  District,  and  patients 
from  this  area  are  admitted  to  hospitals  in  neighbouring  districts. 
Maternity  cases  requiring  hospital  accomodation  are  also  admitted 
to  hospitals  outside  the  area.  Where  necessary,  infectious  disease 
cases  other  than  smallpox  are  admitted  to  the  Stockport  Isolation 
Hospital.  Facilities  for  smallpox  cases  are  provided  at  Ellswick  Leys 
SrnaUpox  Hospital,  Lancashire,  and  at  Ainsworth  Smallpox  Hospital, 
near  Bury. 

Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases.  Special  Clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  are  held  at  Stepping 
Hill  Hospital,  Stockport,  and  Great  Egerton  Street,  Stockport, 
respectively. 
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SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Council  is  the  Water  Authority. 

A bulk  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Stockport  Corporation  Water 
Department,  from  the  Goyt,  Kinder,  Lyme  Park  and  Longdendale  sources. 

There  are  no  supplies  by  means  of  standpipes.  All  supplies  are  direct 
to  houses. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has  been  mostly 
satisfactory  : (a)  in  quality;  (b)  in  quantity. 

The  demand  for  water  shows  a substantial  increase  as  a result  of  the 
growth  of  the  district. 

The  supply  from  Longdendale  enters  the  district  from  Haughton  Green 
and  serves  only  a small  part  of  the  area,  mainly  Mill  Lane  and  Woodlands 
Housing  Estates.  Complaints  of  a brown  discolouration  of  this  supply  are 
received  from  time  to  time,  particularly  following  periods  of  heavy  rain. 
The  discolouration  is  due  to  suspended  vegetable  matter.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  Collection 

During  1960,  the  staff  employed  on  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 
consisted  of  : — 

4 Driver  Loaders  1 Tip  Man 

14  Loaders  2 Saivage  Balers  (mechanical  press) 

The  vehicles  in  use  in  the  department  consisted  of  two  fore  and  aft 
freighters  (16/18  cubic  yard  capacity),  one  cubic  yard  side  loader  and 
one  8 cubic  yard  side  loader.  One  of  the  fore  and  aft  freighters  is  equipped 
for  emptying  the  bulk  refuse  containers  used  in  the  blocks  of  flats  built  by 
Manchester  Corporation  on  their  overspill  estate. 

The  frequency  of  dustbin  collection  was  unsatisfactory  during  the  year 
and  the  Health  Committee  devoted  a considerable  amount  of  time  to 
discussing  ways  of  improving  this  service.  Eventually  it  was  decided  to 
introduce  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  which  was  to  come  into  operation 
at  the  beginning  of  January,  1961. 

Besides  the  removal  of  house  refuse,  the  department  has  the  duty  of 
emptying  and  disposing  of  the  contents  of  nail  closets,  cesspools  and 
ashpits  in  the  district. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Refuse  is  tipped  on  land  in  Ashton  Road,  Bredbury,  thus  reclaiming 
and  levelling  the  site  of  old  clay  pits.  Besides  house  refuse  estimated  at 
5,500  tons  per  year,  about  3,000  tons  of  industrial  waste  and  contractors’ 
refuse  is  also  dealt  with  at  this  tip.  A charge  of  3/6  per  load  is  made  for 
use  of  the  tip.

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One  man  is  in  charge  of  levelling  and  maintaining  the  tip,  with  the 
help  of  an  Aveling-Barford  calfdozer. 

Tip  fires  occurred  on  two  occasions.  Owing  to  the  dry  weather  and 
the  absence  of  water  on  the  site,  these  had  to  be  dealt  with  by  smothering, 
a mechanical  shovel  being  hired  for  the  purpose. 

Regular  action  was  necessary  to  deal  v/ith  vermin  infestation  of  the  tip. 
Salvage 

Salvageable  materials  such  as  paper,  rags  and  metal  are  collected  in 
trailers  attached  to  the  refuse  collection  vehicles  and  are  separated  and 
baled  at  the  Salvage  Depot,  Ashton  Road. 

During  the  year,  a second  mechanical  baling  press  was  purchased  to 
deal  with  the  increasing  quantity  of  waste  paper  salvaged,  which  has 
doubled  over  the  past  five  years. 

Details  of  materials  collected  and  the  income  received  are  in  the 
following  tables.  A substantial  increase  in  the  weight  of  paper  salvaged 
will  be  noted.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

With  the  completion  in  1958  of  a main  sewer  to  serve  the  village  of 
Compstall,  all  the  built  up  parts  of  the  Urban  district  are  now  sewered. 
There  are  still  a few  isolated  properties  a long  v/ay  from  a sewer  which 
rely  on  the  conservancy  system  of  sewage  disposal.  The  capacity  of  the 
Council’s  sewers  is  at  the  present  under  review  in  the  light  of  building 
development  since  the  war. 

Sewage  is  treated  at  the  Council’s  sewage  disposal  works  in  Lower 
Bredbury.  Because  of  building  development  in  recent  years  the  Council 
have  asked  Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  a report  on  the  general 
operation  of  the  works.  This  report  is  awaited  and  is  likely  to  indicate  a 
need  for  extensions  to  be  carried  out.  The  land  used  for  sludge  disposal 
is  situated  in  Stockport  County  Borough.  The  Borough  Council  wish  to 
buy  this  land  for  housing  development  and  negotiations  are  proceeding. 

PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT 

The  sanitary  accommodation  of  20  Public  Halls,  Cinemas,  etc.,  was 
inspected,  all  complied  with  the  regulations,  and  certificates  were  granted 
by  the  Council. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air  and 
the  Manchester  and  District  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee. 
The  latter  Committee  comprises  Local  Authorities  within  a radius  of  15 
miles  from  Manchester. 

The  Council’s  first  smoke  control  order  relating  to  the  Cherry  Tree 
.Area  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
during  the  year.  Following  a Public  Enquiry  held  on  May  25th,  the  order 
was  confirmed  on  30th  December,  1960. 

The  area  involved  includes  633  dwellings  and  includes  the  Cherry 
Tree  Council  Estate  and  private  houses  along  both  sides  of  Compstall 
Road  from  Dingle  Flollow  to  Rydacre.  The  date  on  which  the  order 
becomes  operative  is  the  1st  November,  1961. 

A survey  of  property  to  be  included  in  the  second  smoke  control  area 
was  carried  out  during  the  year.  This  area  is  in  Romiley,  south  of  the 
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Manchester  to  Hayfield  railway  line,  stretching  from  Hyde  Bank  in  the 
east  to  Harrytown  in  the  west,  and  south  to  Bunkers  Hill  area,  and 
includes  some  736  properties. 

Briefly,  the  effect  of  the  smoke  control  orders  is  that  from  the 
operative  date,  it  is  an  offence  to  emit  smoke  from  a chimney  of  any- 
building  within  the  area  (subject  to  any  exceptions  or  limitations).  This 
will  involve  the  burning  of  authorised  fuels  in  the  area,  these  being  gas, 
electi’icity,  coke  of  all  kinds,  anthracite,  low  volatile  steam  coals,  coalite, 
phurnacite  and  rexco.  In  order  to  comply  with  the  Act,  many  fireplaces 
will  have  to  be  adapted  to  enable  these  fuels  to  be  burned  successfully 
and  grants  are  payable  to  the  owners  of  property  affected. 

Observations  of  industrial  smoke  continue  to  be  made  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  record  a substantial  reduction  in  the  amount  of  smoke  pollu- 
tion from  this  source.  In  the  case  of  one  factory  which  still  emits 
excessive  smoke,  work  was  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  alter  the 
fuel  burning  equipment  to  reduce  this  emission. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  employs  one  Rodent  Operative.  All  types  of  properties 
have  been  inspected  during  the  year  and  treatments  carried  out  where 
infestations  were  discovered. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tip  at  Ashton  Road  and  the  sewage  works  were 
treated  periodically.  There  were  two  sewer  treatments  and  a 10%  test 
during  the  year. 

All  infestations  of  rats  and  mice  in  dwelling  houses  are  treated  free 
of  charge.  In  the  case  of  business  premises,  a charge  is  made  to  cover 
the  cost  of  materials  and  labour  in  some  cases,  an  annual  contract  has 
been  made  with  the  firm  concerned.

Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958. 

Section  3 (1)  of  the  Slaughterhouse  Act,  195S,  required  local  authori- 
ties to  review  the  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  of  their 
dis..iwL  for  slaugherhouse  facilities.  A report  was  prepared  and  after 
consultation  with  interested  parties  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  The  report  stated  that  four  of  the  six  existing 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district  could  be  expected  to  comply  with  che 
requirements  of  the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  195S,  and 
that  these  slaughterhouses  would  provide  adequate  facilities  for  present 
and  future  requirements  of  the  district  as  far  as  can  be  foreseen.  The 
recommended  date  for  the  operation  of  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene) 
Regulations,  1958,  is  january,  1962.  This  report  has  been  approved  by 
the  Minister. 

Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilization)  Regulations,  i960. 

These  regulations  came  into  force  on  November  1st,  I960,  and  require 
that  all  m^eat  unfit  for  human  consumption  shall  be  sterilized  before 
leaving  the  slaughterhouse.  If  there  are  no  facilities  for  sterilizing  avail- 
able provision  shall  be  made  for  the  meat  to  be  removed  by  arrangement 
with  an  authorised  offirer  of  a local  authority  to  a place  where  it  will 
be  sterilized  or  destroyed.  Satisfactory  arrangements  have  now  been  made 
for  dealing  with  unfit  meat  from  slaughterhouses  in  the  urban  district. 

(2)  Food  Inspection. 

During  routine  visits  to  Food  Premises,  quantities  of  meat  and  other 
loods  were  examined  and  found  to  be  ht  for  human  consumption.

REPORT  ON  THE  SURVEY  OF  BREDBURY  AND  ROMILEY 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Bredbury  and  Romiley  between  the 
26th  February  and  30th  March,  1960,  after  an  interval  of  four  and  a half 
years.  Previous  visits  had  been  made  in  1955,  1951  and  1949.

Employees  from  thirty-three  firms  in  the  area  were  examined  at  one 
or  other  of  the  above  centres.  The  public  sessions  were  arranged  at  the 
Liberal  Club,  Romiley  and  the  Welfare  Centre,  Bredbury,  and  comprised 
a comprehensive  programme  of  daytime  and  evening  open  sessions. 

The  publicity  campaign  included  a house  to  house  distribution  of 
leaflets,  made  possible  by  the  voluntary  co-operation  of  local  newsagents, 
the  display  of  posters  in  shops,  the  showing  of  films  at  the  two  local 
cinemas,  and  press  articles  and  announcements.  This  programme  was 
conducted  with  the  maximum  co-operation  from  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  other  officials. 

In  accordance  with  the  Board’s  policy,  no  arrangements  were  made 
for  the  examination  of  school  children  on  this  occasion. 

The  results  of  the  survey  are  summarised  in  the  following  tables.  It 
should  be  noted  that  the  figures  shown  in  Table  I were  compiled  and 
supplied  by  the  General  Register  Office  from  a ten  per  cent  sample  of  the 
record  cards  completed  by  the  Unit  during  the  survey.  Whilst  the  indivi- 
dual figures  are  not  strictly  accurate,  they  are  sufficiently  near  to  give  an 
indication  of  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  examinees.  The  grand 
totals  are  accurate  to  the  nearest  ten.  The  rest  of  the  tables  are  strictly 
accurate,  having  been  compiled  by  the  Unit  from  the  actual  record  cards. 
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* Both  females  were  Housewives.

COMMENTS. 


1  Each  visit  to  the  area  has  produced  a steady  rise  in  the  number  of

2 Fourteen  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  requiring  treatment  or  close 
observation  were  found — an  increase  of  two  on  the  1955  total,  and 
giving  an  incidence  rate  of  2.4  per  thousand  as  against  2.2  and  2.0  in 
1955  and  1951  respectively.  Each  of  the  last  three  visits  has  produced 
a rise  in  the  number  of  active  tuberculosis  cases  discovered,  mainly 
because  of  the  increased  numbers  examined  and,  of  course,  the  wider 
spread  of  the  net  that  this  involves. 

3 Six  cases  of  malignant  tumor  of  the  lung  were  found  and  all  were  men 
about  or  above  middle  age.  Only  three  were  found  in  1955. 

All  these  abnormal  cases  were  referred  to  their  own  doctors,  the 
majority  for  further  investigation  at  the  Chest  Clinic  or  hospital. 
Thanks  should  be  extended  to  all  the  physicians  and  surgeons  con- 
cerned and  particularly  to  Dr.  E.  R.  Smith  and  his  chest  team  for  their 
help  and  co-operation  in  dealing  with  the  majority  of  these  new  cases. 

In  conclusion,  the  Unit  would  like  to  place  on  record  its  thanks  to 
the  members  of  the  Bredbury  and  Romiley  Urban  District  Council,  the 
Health  Committee,  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  T.  W.
